Decisions 

At its 459th meeting, on 10 January 1950, the Council 
sustained the President's ruling that a draft resolution 
submitted at that meeting by the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics 19 should be circulated to the members 
of the Council and considered at a subsequent meeting. 

Adopted by 3 votes to 2 ( Union 
of Soviet Socialist Republics , 
Yugoslavia), with 1 abstention 
(India) 

At Jts 480th meeting, on 1 August 1950, the Council 
overruled the President’s ruling that "... the representative 
of the Kuomintang group seated in the Security Council 
does not represent China and cannot therefore take part 
in the meetings of the Security Council”.
